Approximately fifty-five mem¬ 
bers of the Coleman Board of 
Trade gathered in the club room 
of the Grand Union hotel on 
Monday, Jan. 24 at 7 pm. 

Miss Irene Hazuka, Board of 
Trade candidate for queen in 
the Blairmore winter carnival, 
was introduced to the members. 
Miss Hazuka expressed her 
thinks to the Board of Trade 
in selecting her as Coleman’s re- 
presntative to the carnival. To 
insure the success of their can¬ 
didate, president R. Hill pledged 
full support of the members. He 
selected various club members 
to cover the various sections of 
Coleman for the sale of tickets. 
The members are: L. Bubniak, A. 
Toppano, J. Sal us, o. Mlzura, J. 
Chalmers, C. Freeman, J. Kerr, 
J. Montalbetti, W. Fllowich, R. 
Yelega, B. White, and J. Ramsay. 
Jim Montalbetti will be in 
charge of tickets and money col¬ 
lected. The Blairmore winter 
carnival will take place on Feb. 
7, 8, 9, and 10. 

Mr. Hill then introduced the 
other guests at the supper meet¬ 
ing. They were J. Ramsay, pres¬ 
ident of the local union of the 
U.M.W.A.; Bill White, secretary 
of the U.M.W.A. local; and the 
guest of honor of the evening, 
Mr. J. J. McIntyre. As first pres¬ 
ident of the Coleman Board of 
Trade, Mr. H. Allen was called 
upon to welcome Mr. McIntyre. 

As a son of a mining pioneer 
to a pioneer in Alberta’s mining 
industry, Mr. Allen welcomed 
Mr. McIntyre. He pointed out 
the international aspects of 
mining in Alberta. The early 
miners came from such places 
as Scotland, England, Wales, 
France and Italy to name but 
a few. These early mining pi¬ 
oneers not only contributed to 
the technical aspects of min¬ 
ing but each group added to 
the cultural growth of the 
province. As a youth he recalled 
seeing the miners equipped with 
bowler hats, patent leather 
shoes, and umbrellas, which 
seemed to be standard equip¬ 


ment of the times. 

As one of these pioneers, Mr. 
Allen said, Mr. McIntyre saw 
the mining industry rise from 
its unsure infancy to mature 
into one of Alberta’s major in¬ 
dustries. At the same time as 
this growth was taking place, 
Mr. McIntyre rose from trap¬ 
per in the International Mine 
at Glace Bay, Nova Scotia, to 
past president of the Western 
Canada Bituminous Coal Oper¬ 
ators and member of the Min¬ 
ing Institute of Alberta. 

Socially Mr. McIntyre is hon¬ 
orary president of the Board 
of Trade, giving at all times 
moral and financial support to 
this movement. 

In todays’ difficulties in get¬ 
ting youngsters to remain in 
school, Mr. and Mrs. McIntyre 
can boast three university grad¬ 
uates, a nurse, a teacher, two 
reverend sisters and a mine of¬ 
ficial. This, Mr. Allen said, show¬ 
ed the help and encouragement 
that Mr. and Mrs. McIntyre gave 
to their family. 

These, however, are things of 
the past and looking towards 
the future we can picture Mr. 
and Mrs. McIntyre having the 
time of their lives under a trop¬ 
ical moon, with a warm, lush, 
Pacific breeze rustling the palm 
trees and surrounded by grass- 
skirted beauties; in his spare 
time selling International coal 
to the natives. 

On behalf of the Board of 
Trade Mr. Allen presented Mr. 
McIntyre with an engraved 
cocktail shaker and tray. 

In reply to Mr. Allen’s re¬ 
marks, Mr. McIntyre pointed out 
the impossibility of finding suit¬ 
able words to convey his thanks 
and appreciation for the gift 
and more so for the feeling of 
comradeship which the gather¬ 
ing portrayed. 

He related a few incidents in 
his mining career brought to 
mind by Mr. Allen’s remarks 
and appreciated the reference 
to his family, although he felt 
all credit should fall on Mr* 
McIntyre. 

In his remarks to the Board of 
Trade, he complimented the 
members in keeping their organ¬ 
ization growing, although he 
himself had not been active in 
it. 

As to the future of coal min¬ 
ing in the Pass, Mr. McIntyre 
stated he could only guess. He 
pointed out that although rail¬ 
roads have been converting to 
oil, the amount of coal sold to 
them (the mine’s biggest cus¬ 
tomer) has changed but little. 

Surveys in the past show that 
this area contains some iron 
deposits of low grade. If future 
more extensive surveys, should 
show greater deposits, and in¬ 
vestments secured, there may 
come a time when this area may 
see a combined coal and smelt¬ 
ing industry.

He divided 
the gases into groups affecting 
nerves, causing blisters, choking 
and tears, and those which act¬ 
ed on the nose. Mr. Ondrus’ talk 
was on the latter three. He con¬ 
cluded his address by giving the 
use and care of respirators and 
mentioned that all members 
would have one in the near fu¬ 
ture. 

As part of the Civil Defence 
School program, a film was 
shown which pictured the atom¬ 
ic bombing of Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki. The film showed the 
devastating effect of the 1945 
model of the A-bomb whose total 
destruction area was 6 miles. 

Attendance at this meeting 
was over 50.

Miss Benedetto will 
have use of one room two days 
weekly, 7.30 until 9.30 p.m„ Wed¬ 
nesday and on Saturday after¬ 
noon. She will be responsible for 
the conduct of her class in and 
about the school. 

The monthly bills were passed 
for payment after which the 
secretary was authorized to take 
out insurance for the school bus. 
The insurance will cover col¬ 
lision, fire, and tjieft. The fin¬ 
ancial statement for the year 
will be printed shortly. 

Mr. H. Allen, principal of the 
school presented his report for 
the month of December, which 
showed a total enrollment of 
654 and an average attendance 
of 79%. 

As the school used such large 
quantities of electric power and 
coal the secretary was author¬ 
ized to send a letter to the Cole¬ 
man Light & Water Co. and to 
the Coleman Collieries asking 
for reduced rates on electric 
power and coal respectively. 

Feb. 18 will be nomination day 
for school trustees and council¬ 
lors, and mayor. Civic elections 
will take place Feb. 28, if elec¬ 
tions are necessary.

In comparing coal and gas he 
showed that although gas is 
measured in billions of cubic 
feet, one pound of coal produces 
the equivalent of 13 cu. ft. of gas 
and the International Mine pro¬ 
duces the equivalent of thirteen 
billion cu. ft. of gas a year. Coal 
mines in Alberta produce the 
equivalent of 220 billion cu. ft. 
of gas per year. Gas resources, 
if export is allowed, are esti¬ 
mated to last thirty years, 
whereas coal resources in the 
province are estimated to last 
one thousand years. He is in 
full agreement with the govern¬ 
ment in bucking gas export. We 
should think first of future gen¬ 
erations and not exploit our 
resources in one generation. Mr. 
McIntyre felt we should do all 
in our power to stretch the 
commodity from a 30 year per¬ 
iod to a 200 year period if at 
all possible. 

In analysing the people in 
mining communities, Mr. Mc¬ 
Intyre said that they are sup¬ 
erior. In an area such as ours 
we enjoy very few police as 
compared to other urban areas 
of equal population. Even 
though mining communities are 
usually not pleasant to the eye, 
it was the lack of proper plan¬ 
ning in the early life of these 
towns which resulted in homes 
built too near the mining plant. 

Mr. and Mrs. McIntyre plan 
to vacation in Honolulu until 
possibly the middle of April and 
then take up residence in Cal¬ 
gary.
